as we had a right to do—rejected her 
claim or contention. It will be a gold 
brick that we hand to the English na- 
tion if she gets a few dollars in the 
way Of advantage in tolls, if she loses 
the favor and friendship of the Unit- 
ed States in the future, as she has 
sacrificed it and forfeited it several 
times in the past. This matter has 
aroused a sentiment in this country 
which England could ill afford Jo 
arouse. 
Our memories are 
short 


when dealing with one who would be 
a friend; but lying hack in history are 
undisputed facts which will feed .a 
rearoused feeling of antipathy. It was 
unwise for England, and it was un- 
wise for those who would serve Her on 
this side, to undertake or to bring 
about this sacrifice of our rights.

More than sixty cities, l^owns and 


boroughs in this state were Monday 
invited to join with Philadelphia in 
opposing the rate charges of the 
Philadelphia Electric company at a 
hearing before the public service com- 
mission. M. L. Cooke, director of the 
department of public works, of that 
city, in a communication to the var- 
rious municipalities says: 


"The city of Philadelphia is about 


to ask the public service commission 
to review the contract 
for public 


electric lighting for 1915. In this, our 
first rate case before the new com- 
mission, we intend 'to submit such 
evidence as will raise the whole ques- 
tion as> to what are fair rates to be 
paid for both public and private elec- 
tric light. It is the unwritten rule of 
the National Electric Light associa- 
tion—a society exclusively for those 
engaged in the business of furnishing 
light and power—that when one mem- 
ber is attacked the association lends 
support. Therefore is presenting our 
case, we must be prepared to combat 
an organization with 15,000 members, 
leading a united resourceful indus- 
try, with billions of securities behind 
it, and one commanding unlimited le- 
gal and technical skill. 


"Sooner or later every borough, 


town and city in the commonwealth 
must come before the new commis- 
sion on this same errand. We should 
seek some way of working together in 
this matter. We should at least pre- 
sent out engineering and financial 
data so that what is applicable to 
more than one city could be generally 
used.

There are, as a matter of fact, 
two distinct types of ailment from 
this cause, heat stroke, or thermic fe- 
ver, and heat exhaustion. In the first 
of these the patient usually runs a 
high temperature and the treatment 
calls for ice baths. In heat * exhaus- 
tion the heart and respiration are de- 
pressed. When the humidity is high 
over'exertion,is more apt to cause 
heat exhaustion. 


"In extreme weather endeavor to 


secure some circulation of air in the 
dwelling and workroom. There is less 
likelihood of prostration when, the air 
is in motion. 


"No time should be lost in securing 


the services of a physician when any 
one is overcome by the heat. No lay- 
man is competent to distinguish be- 
tween the two types and give the 
treatment required. 


"In beginning the summer months 


it is well to fix a few maxiums in 
your mind. • 


"Don't/hurry—-remember it was the 


tortoise that won the race. 


"Dpn't worry—for your sake and 


the other fellow's. 


"Eat regularly but sparingly—even 


an ostrich should use some discretion 
in hot weather. 


"Alcoiilic beverages—if you must 


use alcohol burn it in a chafing dish. 


"Avoid ice water and ice-cold bev- 


erages—it^is dangerous to paralyze 
your stomach because the thermome- 
ter is on the rampage."

More than sixty cities, l^owns and 


boroughs in this state were Monday 
invited to join with Philadelphia in 
opposing the rate charges of the 
Philadelphia Electric company at a 
hearing before the public service com- 
mission. M. L. Cooke, director of the 
department of public works, of that 
city, in a communication to the var- 
rious municipalities says: 


"The city of Philadelphia is about 


to ask the public service commission 
to review the contract 
for public 


electric lighting for 1915. In this, our 
first rate case before the new com- 
mission, we intend 'to submit such 
evidence as will raise the whole ques- 
tion as> to what are fair rates to be 
paid for both public and private elec- 
tric light. It is the unwritten rule of 
the National Electric Light associa- 
tion—a society exclusively for those 
engaged in the business of furnishing 
light and power—that when one mem- 
ber is attacked the association lends 
support. Therefore is presenting our 
case, we must be prepared to combat 
an organization with 15,000 members, 
leading a united resourceful indus- 
try, with billions of securities behind 
it, and one commanding unlimited le- 
gal and technical skill. 


"Sooner or later every borough, 


town and city in the commonwealth 
must come before the new commis- 
sion on this same errand. We should 
seek some way of working together in 
this matter. We should at least pre- 
sent out engineering and financial 
data so that what is applicable to 
more than one city could be generally 
used. It would be better still if we 
could have an organization through 
which v,e could advise with each oth- 
er as> to cost, data, reliable experts, 
etc.

Some "dojrts'l for not weather, al- 


so some affirmative advice, sure includ- 
ed fat this week's "Little Talk on 
Health and Hygiene" issued by Dr. 
Samuel 6. Dixon, state health com- 
missioner. He 'eays: 


" 'Overcome by the heat'. This wfll 


be a frequent headline in the papers 
for the next three months. 


"In the minds of the majority of 


the people all ills resulting from ex- 
cessive heat are grouped under one 
head. There are, as a matter of fact, 
two distinct types of ailment from 
this cause, heat stroke, or thermic fe- 
ver, and heat exhaustion. In the first 
of these the patient usually runs a 
high temperature and the treatment 
calls for ice baths. In heat * exhaus- 
tion the heart and respiration are de- 
pressed. When the humidity is high 
over'exertion,is more apt to cause 
heat exhaustion. 


"In extreme weather endeavor to 


secure some circulation of air in the 
dwelling and workroom. There is less 
likelihood of prostration when, the air 
is in motion. 


"No time should be lost in securing 


the services of a physician when any 
one is overcome by the heat. No lay- 
man is competent to distinguish be- 
tween the two types and give the 
treatment required. 


"In beginning the summer months 


it is well to fix a few maxiums in 
your mind. • 


"Don't/hurry—-remember it was the 


tortoise that won the race. 


"Dpn't worry—for your sake and 


the other fellow's. 


"Eat regularly but sparingly—even 


an ostrich should use some discretion 
in hot weather. 


"Alcoiilic beverages—if you must 


use alcohol burn it in a chafing dish. 


"Avoid ice water and ice-cold bev- 


erages—it^is dangerous to paralyze 
your stomach because the thermome- 
ter is on the rampage."
